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NOTIFICATION OF NON-COMPLIANCE WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF 37 CFR 1 . 1 92(c) 

The brief does not contain a correct statement of the issues presented for review as required by 37 CFR 1 . 192(c)(6). Appellants did 
not properly state, nor argue, the new matter rejection based on the phrase "at least about 1x10 per gram." Appellants have treated 
this rejection as being based on 35 USC 1 12 second paragraph rather than first paragraph.
